HOSPITAL PROFILES: CHARLES MAURICE 


During one of those dreary days of the 
last war, late in 1943 to be exact, at a time 
when the armed forces were drafting our employees 
faster than we could replace them and when the 
operating staff of this Hospital was but a skele- 
ton of its former self, a young man dropped in 
and asked if he could be of service as a volunteer. 
Almost before he could complete his question, his 
offer was accepted. At first he worked at night 
in Ward 4A together with bankers, industrialists 
and other male tycoon volunteers. Later he trans- 
ferred to day work and when he did, it so happened 
we very much needed an orderly in the Operating 
Room so there he was assigned. With keen blue 
eyes and over six feet tall, he was so devoid of 
adipose tissue that the army considered him twenty 
pounds underweight and rejected him. This young 
man was Charles Maurice, who first saw the light 
of day at Poughkeepsie, New York, somewhere about 
the year 1907. He had but a wee squint of this 
Hudson River town, for when only two weeks old, his parents, Charles and Fmily Wilkinson 
Maurice, moved to Glenn Ridge, New Jersey. Here he spent what he terms, "a boresome child- 
hood". He was educated at the Choate School, Wallingford, Conn., end Harvard, where he 
graduated with the class of 1928. 


During the first three years after leaving college, he was employed by a manufacturer 
of wall papers but the work appealed to him so little he gave it up and decided to travel 
and "to do the things he had always wanted to do when he wanted to do them." He worked for 
& summer theatre, stoked a Yukon wood burning ship to Alaska, led the life of a beachcomber 
in Hawaii and acted as an interpreter in Spanish and French for American vaudeville actors 
in Rio de Janiero. - (What stories 0. Henry might have spun out of this early life of Charles 
Maurice.) 


Returning from his travels, he experienced the lure of Wall Street and down among 
those canyons he learned the joys and sorrows of those who dabble in high finance. His stay 
here was brief, for shortly before World War II he formed a partnership with a friend of 
his, William Carroll, for the manufacture of leather belts, wrist watch banas and similer 
articles, and in which he today still takes an active part. 


Soon after the start of the Second World War, Mr. Carroll became a volunteer at this 
Hospital and after Mr. Maurice was turned down for military service, his partner suggested

that he too could do his part for civil defense by working at the Hospital for Special 
Surgery. 


As we have already told you, he was assigned to the staff of the Operating Room, and 
in the beginning, be allowed us how he would give us about six hours a week of his tine. 
It was not long, however, because the work fascinated him and because the 0.R. was Short of 
help, before he was putting in eight to twelve hours daily, four days a week. This "iron 
man" whose toughness the army failed to recognize, was proving to be invaluable as a 
volunteer. As a result of a shortage of x-rey technicians Mr. Maurice rapidly learned to 
operate the portable x-ray machine that is used in the 0. R.'s. He was willing to try any- 


thing and picked up everything rapidly. 


He still recalls one of the first orders given him on one of his initial days of duty 
in the 0.R., before he became accustomed to sights that are commonplace in thet part of 
the Hospital. He was handed something with the brief command: "Here, please take this to 
the morgue". It was a man's leg, amputated at the hip. With a shudder, he obeyed, and as 
he walked to the elevator, he realized its former owner was following him on a stretcher 
on his way to his room. He described this as his "first experience of chilling horror", 
but it was not long before such things became routine. 


Charles Maurice left us in 1946, because he felt it necessary to mend his own health 
and also because at that time the need for volunteers was not so urgent. He did not remain 
away for very long, for his desire to serve and his keen interest in the work of our O.R. 
induced him to volunteer again in 1947. Is it necessary to say that he was welcomed with 


open arms? 


Today, if the O0.R. is short a technician, a call is put in for Charles Maurice, and 
rarely does he fail to answer. The tall, rangy figure of this war-time volunteer striding 
along the Hospital corridors, garbed for work in the 0.R., is a familiar sight to all of 
us. It must be, that like the work he did on a wood-burning steamer, or as beachcomber 
in Hawaii, he is doing something here he wants to do, when he wants to do it.
